HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — The as- 
signment of management respon- 
sibility for the Saturn IB/Centaur 
launch vehicle to the NASA- 
Marshall Space Flight Center is 
evidence that space-related work 
will continue at a high level in 
Huntsville, Brig. Gen. Edmund F. 
O'Connor, MSFC Industrial Opera- 
tions director, told the Huntsville 
Rotary Club today. 

Ö’Connor said that since he came 
to Huntsville last November he has 
heard rumors about possible 
changes, moves and a decreased 
role for Marshall. The speaker 
cited the Saturn IB/Centaur as an 
exámple of the fact that “there is 
as much work in store for Marshall 
as we can possibly take care of.” 

He pointed out that “there will 
be more demands for the kind of 
technical capability that Marshall 
has always had, and the kind of 
management capability we are 
building up now in our Industrial 
Operations.”

The 
Marshall Center recently received 
management responsibility for add- 
ing the Centaur, a liquid oxygen- 
hydrogen powered stage, as the 
third stage for the Saturn IB. 

O'Conner told the Rotarians that 
the Saturn IB/Centaur will be 
used for unmanned scientific satel- 
lites and deep space probes. The 
Voyager spacecraft, which is ex- 
pected to be used for fly-by‘ mis- 
sions of Mars, is the first assigned 
payload of the new three-stage 
rocket. 

O'Connor, who was recently pro- 
mot2d to the grade of brigadier 
general, pointed out that his In- 
dustrial Operations handles all 
Saturn contracts. “Right at’ the 
moment,” he said, “we have 119 
contracts totalling nearly four bil- 
lion dollars.” ; 

The speaker told the Rotary 
Club that his staff includes mahy 
of the most capable men availa- 
ble in Marshall. He cited Dr. Wil- 
liam Mrazek, former director of the 
Propulsion and Vehicle Engineer- 
ing Laboratory, who is presently 
assistant director for engineering; 
and Karl Heimburg, director of the 
Test Laboratory, who also serves 
as an 10 assistant director for the 
Mississippi Test Facility.

VACCINATE EARLY 


Research indicates that calves 
vaccinated for brucellosis at four 
months of age develop as much 
resistance as those vaccinated at 
oider ages. And there is far less 
chance of a residual blood. titer 
carrying over into adult life. 

In the past, official vaccinates 
have had an age and blood test 
tolerance to give them ionger to 
clean up on the test. It appears 
that those tolerances will be eli- 
minated after January 1, 1967, two 
years from now. 

Dairymen are urged to vaccinate 
calves at four to six months of 
age, and the closer to four months, 
the better. 


EGG QUALITY 


Quality eentrol on eggs is doub- 
ly important during the summer. 
The producer, retailer and con- 
sumer each has responsibilities. 

As temperature is the number 
one enemy of egg production, 
here are some of the things that 
the producer, retailer and con- 
sumer can do to maintain quality: 

Producer: Collect eggs four or 
fives times daily. Oil as soon as 
possible. ` Cool rapidly to a tem- 
perature of 43 to 55. degrees F. 
Wash or clean eggs; dry them. 
Pack in  pre-cooled cartoning 
material. Store eggs at 45 to 55 
degrees F. with a humidity of 70 
to 80 percent. Deliver daily. 

Retailer: Store eggs at tempera- 
tures of 45 to 55 degrees away 
from other foods. Consumer: 
Keep eggs in the refrigerator in 
the carton until used. Do not leave 
theng in the car or out of the refri- 
gerator for any length of time.
